Jaws should at this season of the year be past- 
ed in everyone's hat -— 

The only season during which the following 
geme may be hunted, taken or killed is as 
follows ; 

Deer—15th Oeteber to 20th Noyember. 
Moose elk, reindeer or caribou may not be 
killed. before. Ost.15th, 1895. The number 
of deer which may be killed or taken alive in 
any one season, prior to 1895, is as follows;— 
one person, 5, two persons hunting tegether 
or from one camp, or readezyous, 8; three 
persons, as before, 12. 

Partridges—Ist September. to 1st January. 

Woodeosk—15th August to Ist January. 

Snipe, rail and golden ployer— ist Septem- 
ber to Ist January. 

Ducks of all kinds and all other waterfowl! 
lat September to lst January. 

Geese—I1st September to Ist May, 

*Hare—1st September to 15th Mareh. 

The above dates are exclusive. 

These may be exposed fer sale for fifteen 
days after expiration of time fer killing. No 
eggs are to be taken or destreyed at any time, 
No trap, nets or spares, baited lines or simi- 
lar conttivances to be used. These may be 
destroyed by any person withoat liability.

—The agitation for the realieticin of 
letter postage to two. cents per half 
ounce is gaining in force and the new 
postmaster-general will probably accede 
to the demand of the public in this im- 
portant matter. There is also a move- 
ment in progress having for its object 
the reduction of railway mileage to two 
cents per mile as a maximum rate, At 
present the passenger rate on railways is 
altogether too high.

17 churches, 12 ministers and 2,12% 
communicants added to the church 
militant.
